With a view to keep a check on^lhe Import of these goods it will inter alia be 
necessary for the importers of goods from Afghanistan to specify the exact quan¬ 
tity, category and value of the goods In their applications for Issue of Customs 
Clearance Permits. In addition to the documents mentioned In para 3 of Public 
Notice No. 123-ITC(PN)/61, the Importers of goods from Afghanistan via Iran porta 
should also attach invokes and proof of the mods having already been despatched/ 
shipped from Iran porta alongwith their appuCatld^s and the importers of goods by 
air and/or through Amritsar, Ferozepore and Delhi should indicate both the Tariff 
value as well as the c.i.f. Invoice value in their applications.
